Cooperation for Competition 

On the occasion of this Fourth of 
July, marking the 190th birthdate of 
our young, (as nations go) federation 
of states, we can find strong evi- 
dence that the spirit of independence 
is still burning in the hearts of 
Californians. 

Events of the past weeks have 
pulled, as never before, the long 
grey beard of our national associa- 
tion. At a time when motorcycle 
sportsmen should be acting together 
to keep up with the rising interest in 
our kind of fun, we are dissipating 
our energies in intra-fraternal strife. 

In a way, Cycle News is respon- 
sible for bringing local racing to the 
attention of AMA administrators. Our 
pages reflect the sport as it is 
happening in the West. Other areas 
of the nation, where racing is less 
advanced than here, complained to 
Columbus that we out here were 
violating the rules. 

What hasn’t been said (in print) 
until nowisthat prior to Cycle News, 
the AMA had governed California 
from far-away Columbus, Ohio with 
a fairly loose rein. This seemed to 
work for everybody’s benefit. If the 
riders were neglected, at least they 
were not encumbered. When the 
Southern California Sports Commit- 
tee was in its heyday, united around 
the annual Catalina Grand Prix, they 
used California as a testing ground, 
I amtold, to try out new rule changes 
before they were written into the 
book. 

Catalina was lost in 1958 for a 
variety of reasons and since then 
the power of the Sports Committee 
has dwindled. After 1958 the dealers, 
backbone of the Committee, drifted 
away or were driven out. All except 
two representatives of the industry— 
Bill Martin, who says very little at 
the monthly meetings, and Earl 
Flanders, who often says a little 
too much. 

Today, instead of guiding the 
sportsman rules writers, the Commit- 
tee tries to follow them. Sometimes 
the rules don’t fit the situation out 
here. If you enforce them, people 
forget their manners; when you ignore 
them you can’t keep it secret. The 
newspaper carries word across the 
nation. 

Cycle News recognizes its re- 
sponsibility for helping bring the 
situation about. If we hadn't reported 
how Californians customarily alter 
the rules to fit our highly-developed 
kind of racing, perhaps no one would 
have known, or cared. 

On this anniversary of the found- 
ing of our nation we ask the parties 
presently in dispute to imitate the 
examples of our founding fathers and 
hammer out an association that will 
permit more progress for our sport 
and respect the rights of local groups 
and individuals to ride for fun when- 
ever they want to.

Willie Gore was on the scene with 
his new Harley that shows great po- 
tential, but it just wasn’t in the cards 
for him his first time out.

Dorry Bassani had obtained victory 
in E Gas turning 15.47 E.T. - 85.71 mph 
and was placed against Smith for the 
first Top Gas round. When the starting 
lights turned green there was a ''ring- 
a-ding-ding'' and & ''roar'" which must 
have been the sounds of a Yamaha being 
devoured by the Harley, because Smith 
reached the lights nearly out of sight 
to Bassani. 

A call was put in for the final round 
and the Harley-Davidson was brought 
forward to face the Triumph of Bob 
Ebeling. The Triumph was built by Mike 
Tucker and purchased the night be- 
fore by ‘yours truly,” 

The Smith and Butterworth machine 
had two victories and prospects looked 
good for a third, but that old saying 
“third time’s a charm” did not hold 
true and the Triumph came home victor- 
ious, turning 11.99 E.T. and 114.01 mph. 


Top Fuel 


Only two fuelers were on the roster. 
Murray and Cook’s twin Triumph and 
that familiar Honda 450. Jim Cook let 
the Honda have about a two-second 
jump off the line and then popped the 
clutch to eat up the distance like a 
good dessert. The Honda turned 12.40

E.T. and 152.00 mph.

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new BSA Spitfire, turning 13.51 E.T. 
and 98.68 mph. Bob can tune a BSA like 
no other and with his knowledge plus 
the new MK 11 Special, an unbeatable 
combination may be under way. 

Sal Estrada had won A Street, turning 
a half-second quicker than Sirkegian. 
When Sal’s Harley was staged opposite 
the BSA it was an even bet as to who 
would reach the finish first.

SAFETY CAMPAIGN 


A campaign to improve the nation’s 
traffic safety record by urging America’s 
1% million motorcycle. and sċooter riders 
to illuminate their headlights even in the 
daytime on a year around basis was 
launched in Los Angeles June 16. 

The “Lights On For Safety” drive 
was triggered by surveys showing that 
most motorcycle-car accidents resulted 
when an automobile driver failed to see 
the small, two-wheel vehicle. To pro- 
mote the drive, the Motorcycle, Scooter 
and Allied Trades Association is urging 
all riders of motorcycles and scooters to 
“Join the Light Brigade” and turn their 
headlights on every time they start their 
machines. 

The theme of the campaign is derived 
from the fact that light attracts the human 
eye faster than unlighted objects. As a 
result, the industry association formu- 
lated the “Lights On For Safety” cam- 
paign. 

Wholehearted endorsement of the 
“Lights On For Safety” campaign has 
been voiced by Dr. Merrill J. Allen of 
Indiana University, one of the nation’s 
foremost authorities on vehicle identifi- 
cation. “Scientific research clearly shows 
that a vast majority of accidents involv- 
ing motorcycles and scooters are caused 
because the operators of automobiles do 
not see the two-wheel vehicle,” Dr. 
Allen stated. “If motorcycle riders turn 
their headlights on in the daytime, we 
are optimistic that a significant improve- 
ment in this aspect of the traffic safety 
record can be accomplished this year,” 
he declared. 

A photographic study of the effect of

BENEFITS INCREASE 


Welcome news from Columbus! 
The American Motorcycle Association 
has announced that, effective July 
1, 1966, accident coverage provided 
to licensed AMA Class C (profes- 
sional)riders will be doubled from the 
present $2,500 to $5,000, with no 
additonal charge to competitors. 

The increase in benefits followed 
comprehensive studies of past acci- 
dent patterns conducted by the in- 
suring company, Continental Casualty, 
in conjunction with the AMA. 

Medical expenses will be paid on 
an unallocated basis as follows: 

1. Continental Casualty will 
pay the first $100. 

2. After the first $100, the cov- 
erage pays 75%of the total hos- 
pital and medical expenses to 
a maximum of $5,000. The in- 
sured pays 25%. 

3. $1,000 death or dismember- 
ment benefit will be paid sep- 
arate from the medical benefits. 
4. Out-patient benefits are li- 
mited to $100. ( 

The announcement, one of the 
last (and most heartening) to be made 
by out-going AMA Secretary Lin Kuch- 
ler, states that the increased benefits 
become effective July 1, but will not 
be retroactive to accidents which 
occurred before that date.

ONE YEAR ROAD TEST OF THE BSA LIGHTNING 


By the Cycle News staff and guest riders 


FIRST OF FOUR PARTS 

With this issue we commence a road test report which will be completed 
in four installments appearing over the next twelve months. We have long felt 
that the brief road tests of virtually every new motorcycle on the market at- 
tempted by monthly publications, while unquestionably providing a valuable 
guide, fall short in many respects. Cycle News’ Editor has participated as a 
staffer in many of the road tests conducted by the two leading monthlies and 
so he has first-hand knowledge of the difficulties involved. It is to their 
eternal glory that Cycle World, Cycle, Motorcyclist and Hot Rod present as 
fair, complete and impartial road tests as they do, all things considered. 

But we intend our road test to be a more complete report than has ever 
been attempted by a publication before, in either the motorcycle or automotive 
field. It will cover a span of one year, approximately 10,000 to 15,000 miles 
in the kind of use to which an average owner would put the machine, plus 
time out for performance tests at 1,000, 5,000 and 10,000 miles. Approximate- 
ly every three months we will re-evaluate the motorcycle and publish compar- 
ative reports, telling how it is faring through 12 months of use. 

We may add accessories as they are needed, or even make custom modi- 
fications as any owner would if they improve the machine in his estimation. 
If we find faults we will tell how they were corrected. 


TEST REPORT 

Taking Delivery 
For lack of a better criterion, we 
chose the nearest BSA dealer to supply 
our test bike, which happened to be 
Long Beach Honda on Atlantic Blvd. 
General Manager Charlie Schott agreed 
to lease us a 1966 Lightning 650 for the 
period of our test. We took delivery like 
any customer would. Said mechanic John 
Rice, who prepared the BSA for delivery 
“If I'd known it was for you guys, I'd 
have given it closer attention." We as- 
sured him that that was the idea, and 
that this wasn't the usual kind of *road 
test." We didn't want special treatment. 
We were more interested in reporting 
what the average owner could expect 

from his new BSA Lightning. 


At this point we'd better explain why 
we chose this particular bike to lavish 
our attentions on. Having owned and 
ridden virtually every type and brand of 
motorcycle available in the past 12 
years, we had an indefinable feeling 
that 1966 might be the year of the BSA, 
and the Lightning seemed most promis- 
ing for the general use we put a motor- 
cycle to. 

The Lightning is a unit-constructed, 
654cc four-stroke twin with a bore and 
stroke slightly oversquare at 75mm x 
74mm. Compression ratio is 9 to one and 
it breathes through a pair of 1-5/32” 
Amal Monobloc carburetor. 

Ignition is by a 12-volt Lucas AC/ 
DC system featuring dual coils and 
contacts (one for each cylinder).

As this report is being written, the 
Lightning perches perkily outside the 
Cycle News building with 2,686.2 miles 
registered on its odometer. It is just 
well broken in. 


Joseph Lucas Strikes Lightning 

After that many miles we have only 
one serious complaint about the ma- 
chine, one buyers of BSA road models 
should be warned about: Watch out for 
overcharging of the battery when running 
the engine at normal California speeds. 
Apparently the charging rate system on 
our test machine, and all other new 
BSA's that we have seen, is set for 
pottering about the British countryside. 
When you run it around 65-70 mph for a 
few hundred miles the genuine Lucas 
battery boils over and foaming acid 
wipes out the marvelous chrome and 
paint on the left rear section of the 
motorcycle. 

We caught the boiling act the first 
time we opened it up at 500 miles. 
Quick work with hose and baking soda 
neutralized the acid andsaved the bright- 
work that time, but a few hundred miles 
later it happened again when we lent 
the bike to a friend, and the finish was 
left permanently scarred. 

Long Beach Honda offered to replace 
the corroded parts under the BSA guar- 
antee. We suspect that it would take an 
exhaustive analysis of the “old boy 
system," to explain why English manu- 
facturers continue to buy Lucas’ stuff 
when so many good “electrics” are 
are available in the world. The best 
thing we can say about Lucas generally 
is, they could sure stand a lot of im- 
provement. At worst it seems criminal 
to handicap good machinery and plague 
customers with mysterious electrical 
problems. Anyway, Long Beach Honda 
installed a Honda battery and made the 
damage right, at no cost to the customer 
(us) and so our feelings were somewhat 
mollified. But until further notice, we 
advise buyers of new BSA’s to immedi- 
ately wrap their batteries (there are 
two) in waterproof nylon or acid-proof 
plastic and install a vent tube to duct 
the inevitable overflow where it will do 
no harm.

Austria, West Germany, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Denmark, Norway, Sweden and 
Finland. The second party is scheduled 
to visit Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hun- 
gary, Rumania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia.

Birt coming out ahead with a tally of 30, 
and right behind him was Al MecDonald 
with 34. |

you earn yourself a little glory and are 
able to tell yourself, **I'm better than he 
is!” No real expense is neccessary; no 
special bike, no leathers, no weekly 
overhaul, you don't even need a trailer — 
you can ride your bike to the event, com- 
pete, and ride home. All you need is a 
bike that is suitable for the dirt and the 
desire to compete or improve your riding 
skills.
